After leasing land In the ovcrthrust 
area at 25 and 50 cents, the Land 
Department "rccognlicd that a dif- 
ferent approach was needed.

" oTfgmai dfofi;" In 'eariy^l979~ 
proposed oral, competitive leasing for

Quietly, with tittle public notice, the 
competitive proccduni^was discarded 
in October 1980. New regulations were 
proposed that eliminated competitive 
leasing on most state land.

A 
request for a copy ot the revised 
regulations' was refused by the Land 
Department earlier this week. But 
someof thcspokesmcnforolland gas 
speculative leasing were already on 
the agenda to testify.'

Oil and .gas may or may not be 
found on stato land. But oU and gas 
teases have valuc now. If the proposed 
regulations are adopted, millions that 
should have helped fund Idaho's 
public schools and lnstltullons_wllUo, 
to lease spoculators andmrd'dlemen.

How many street peoplc arc there?

A recent study by New York's 
Community Service Society put the
